E.  Spreading,  bush-form,  not  prostrate. 

F.  Flat,  prostrate  or  procumbent. 


PROPORTIONS 

We  Indicate  the  relation  between  height  and  breadth  by  figures  such 
as  3/1.  The  first  figure  represents  the  relative  (not  actual)  height;  the 
second  Indicates  the  relative  breadth. 


MAXIMUM  HEIGHTS 

These  vary  under  difl^erent  conditions.  The  figures  given  represent 
an  average — not  the  extremes. 

RATES  OF  GROWTH 

These  also  vary,  but  we  give  an  approximate  average  rate  per  year, 
also  the  key  letters  used  in  the  code. 

VR — very  rapid — over  18  Inches.  S — slow — 4  to  8  inches. 

R — rapid — 12  to  18  Inches.  VS — very  slow — under  4  Inches. 

M — medium — 8  to  12  Inches.
